Colonel Hoover laid to rest in Lancaster, PA 


Paper says he had 
“hundreds of sons” 


“A life-long bachelor, Colonel Paul 
Hoover never had a child of his own, 
but he had hundreds of sons...” 

So began an article in the Staunton 
News Leader after Paul Vance 
Hoover passed away at the age of 92 
in his lifelong hometown, Lancaster, 
PA. Ed Click, ‘50, is quoted as 
saying, “He introduced lacrosse and 
soccer (at AMA) when no one this 
side of the Mason-Dixon line had ever 
heard of either...” And Bobby Rhea, 
‘47, remembered Colonel Hoover as a 
man committed to his students, “but

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Pentacostal Church purchase of AMA 
apparently final; gym work progresses 


Papers filed in the Augusta County 
Courthouse in November confirm that 
a Pentacostal Church group has pur- 
chased the buildings of the Augusta 
Military Academy and 46 acres of 
surrounding property. 

As reported in the November 1997 
Bayonet, the Virginia Conference of 
the United Pentacostal Church plans 
to use the gymnasium as a summer 
retreat and camp site, and conference 
center. As early as last September, 
representatives of the church gather- 
ed in the gym to discuss purchasing 
Augusta for a reported $1 million. 

In late November, work crews were 
seen at the gymnasium by our Fort 
Defiance correspondents. Still, as this 
issue of The Bayonet was going to 
press, there had been no public 
announcement of the purchase by 
either the church or by Kennard 
Campbell and |. H. Baker, the owners. 

Campbell and Baker previously had 
sold 7 acres on the hill behind Big 
Barracks as home sites. 

A church source who asked not to 
be identified said that his group is 
primarily interested in the gymnasium, 
“but we respect AMA's history and 
traditions and hope to preserve many 
of the other buildings.” 

Several years ago, a leak in the 
roof caused considerable damage to 
the gym floor. Vandals had broken out 
many windows and birds were living in 
the girders this past summer. 

With the purchase of the school 
now confirmed, the Alumni Associa- 
tion will likely seek a campus location 
for an AMA museum.

When the 
gym was built, the pool was enclosed. 

The Charles S. Roller Memorial 
Gymnasium was dedicated on a cold, 
rainy, and blustery Friday evening, 22

Arlington Cemetery ceremony 
leaves Taps playing in the mind

After the stirring AMA wreath laying ceremony at Arlington 
National Cemetery in October, | began to question the origin 
of the sad and lonely tune that is part of every military 
funeral, and puts to sleep American troops throughout the 
world just as it did for so many AMA cadets long ago. A 
Veteran's Day article in November told a story about Taps 
that goes like this 


It all began in 1862 during the Civil War when Robert 
Ellicombe, a captain in the Union army, was with his men at 
Harrison's Landing, Virginia. The Army of the Confederacy 
was on the other side of a narrow strip of land. 

In the middle of the night, Captain Ellicombe heard the 
moans of a soldier who lay mortally wounded on the battle- 
field. Not knowing if he was a Union or a Confederate soldier, 
the captain risked his life to bring the stricken man in for 
medical attention. Crawling on his stomach through gunfire, 
the captain reached the man and began pulling him back 
toward his encampment. When he reached Union lines, he 
discovered that the soldier was a Confederate, but that he 
was dead. Ellicombe lit a lantern, caught his breath and went 
numb with shock. In the dim light of the lantern, he saw the

The Unforgettable Charles Savedge

His voice stopped me as | sat down in the back row of the 
lecture hall at the University of Maryland. From the front of

“I wish you could 
have seen your face,” he said, all warmth and electricity. 

| forgot to be embarrassed. The thoughts tumbled out. 


contemplate my status as a 
coward and a quitter. Finally he spoke. “I have a feeling 
you're going to do just a little bit more than survive,” he said 
slowly. Then he twinkled. “And just think how much fun we'll 
have next summer when you bring your staff!” 

With a smile he left through the side door. | felt cornered. 
It was obvious, now, that there was going to be a next 
summer, complete with kids, and | had to make it happen. 
He'd seen all of that in the space of a minute, this whirling 
dervish with a military title - whom | knew nothing about. 

Call for help. Autumn leaves were falling in the 
Immaculata courtyard when disaster brought him back into 
my life. | had three weeping seniors on my hands and 
yearbook proofs that looked like large-type Sanskrit. The 
printer's charges for fixing the mess would exhaust our 
budget - if it could be fixed at all.

page-by-page description of 


my tortured proofs. “That's it?.” he said, laughing, when I'd 


finished. 


The problem that had seemed so monumental evaporated 
in two minutes; the typesetting mess was the printer's fault, 
he explained, and it was all fixable and free. “Now tell me all 
about the staff you've put together for next year!” 

“You Did It!” By the following summer, | had pulled 
together a small staff, and even more the next year. How he 
beamed as they trailed behind me into the auditorium - 


ponytailed, well-scrubbed and 
serious, all 30 of them 
“recruited” from my honors 
English classes by every ruse 
short of grade-fixing. “Well | see 
that lm-mac-u-la-tahas arrived,” 
he boomed.

They believed so hard that 
they raced back to school 
ready to tear down the walls - 
literally. “You heard what he 
said,” my gutsy new editor 
told me. “We'll never have a 
real yearbook unless we do 
our own photography. And the 
room next door to the 
yearbook office is perfect fora 
darkroom.” 

“That's a janitor's closet,” | 
pointed out. 

“A janitor’s closet now,” she 
told me firmly. 

And then the Colonel threw 
me another curve. 

His name was nowhere to 
be found in the letter that 
arrived one afternoon. But 
before I'd finished the first 
paragraph, inviting me to “join 
the faculty of Ohio University's 
Summer Journalism 
Workshop,” I'd guessed who 
was behind it. 

“Is this your idea of a 
joke?," | sputtered into the 


phone while the Colonel chuckled. “I'm not ready to teach 


at a workshop. What do you think | can teach? Maybe after

Once again | knew | was cornered. “I - | guess it will be 
all right,” | said. “You'll be there and you can show me what 
to do.” “Oh, no, I'll be at the University of Maryland,” he said 


breezily. “In fact, by the time | 
get to Ohio, you'll already have 
lectured to 300 people. You'll 
be a pro.” 

He was half right. Before he 
arrived, | had lectured to 300 
people, weak-kneed and 
sweaty-palmed. | certainly 
wasn't a pro, but | was learning 
from a dozen people who were 
- which was exactly what the 
Colonel had intended. 

Two days into the workshop, 
the Colonel arrived. He praised, 
cajoled and browbeat us. And in 
the middle of it all, he revealed 
pieces of himself. This 
impassioned man, | learned, 
was fiercely proud of the long 
lines of award-winning cadets 


he had taught. He was patriotic to the core and steeped in 
Southern tradition. He loved his military academy, tucked 
away in the Shenandoah Valley. He loved his parish in 
Harrisonburg, Va. He loved the teachers he mentored. 

More than anything else, the Colonel loved kids. And they 
loved him back, piling around him after lectures, avid for his 
praise, waiting for his trademark bear hug that said, louder 
than words, “You did it! | knew all along you would.” 

Lifetime Lesson. When my own kids produced a 
yearbook that reduced the senior class to silence and won 
kudos from judges, no one touted it more loudly than the 
Colonel. What he orchestrated 
behind the scenes, however, 
made the greatest difference 
for me. Out of nowhere, 
letters began appearing in my 
mailbox. “We are hoping you 
can help us," they began. “We 
are a small school with no 
money and not much support 
from students.” 

When I'd tell me, in 
amazement, “I've been getting 
letters from staffs who've 
gotten my address somehow,” 
he'd chuckle and say, 
“Imagine that.” 

Somewhere in between the 
letters and plane rides to 
workshops, | started forgetting 
to be shy. | learned to lecture 
without weak knees and 
sweaty palms. And | watched 
the enigmatic man who'd 
made it all happen glide in 
and out of lecture halls with 
an ease | envied. 

Then one night, a few 
minutes before the opening of 
the country's largest yearbook 
workshop, | learned something that will stay with me always. 

The room just off the lecture hall at Ball State University 
in Muncie, Ind., was unlocked when | tried the knob, looking 
for a quiet place to collect myself. Standing alone, smoking 
and sipping an iced tea, was the Colonel. | took a step 
backward and started to duck out the door. "No, no, no, sit 
down,” he said. 

“I'm scared to death,” | confided, waiting for him to drive 
away the butterflies. 

Then | noticed his hands were shaking. Stunned, | stared 
at him, feeling like a child who’s just stumbled upon a 
parent's all-too-human nature. 

“Just sit here with me," he said 

| sat; he smoked. There was complete silence between 
us. | could see in his eyes the stark shadow of fear. His 
vulnerability was overwhelming. 

Five minutes before he was to deliver the opening lecture, 
he ground out his cigarette and drew in his breath. “Well...," 
he murmured, and headed for the door. 

For the first time, | understood the enormous struggle that

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lay beneath his overpowering charisma. In just one of his 
“effortless” performances, he was overcoming more fear 
than | had ever imagined. 

His lecture was brilliant: a fast-paced, supercharged 
symphony that had the audience laughing one minute, 
profoundly touched the next. For me, however, the great 
lesson was in those moments before the lecture. It was a 
lesson carved in stone - literally, above the archway at the 
Colonel's academy: Ad astra per aspera (By striving, you 
will reach the stars). 

That motto echoed even more loudly years after | had left 
teaching and embarked on a 
writing career. | remembered 
how he'd dared me out onto 
the high wire along, driving 
home the lesson he lived: it 
was all right to be afraid - but 
never, ever, to retreat. 

In the midst of writing my 
first article, | thought of the 
man who had made me 
believe | could do it. And 
today, | still think of Colonel 
Savedge telling me, “You can 
do it. What's more, only you 
can do it.” 

Shared Gift. From all over 
came the “only you's,” 
gathering on a hill overlooking 
the Colonel's hometown of 
Richmond to mark his 
passing, four days before his 
68th birthday. On that warm 
December 13, 1990, each told 
a different version of the same 
story: the Augusta graduate 
who'd come as a delinquent 
to the headmaster and ended 
up valedictorian “because he 
believed in me." There were 
dozens of colleagues whose tales replicated my own. 

Then a friend of the Colonel's told me of an intense 
young Charles E. Savedge who came to AMA in 1947. 
Fresh out of college and the military, extremely shy and 
uncertain, the novice instructor had been taken under wing 
by Augusta's revered principal, Col. Charles S. Roller, Jr. 
He had sensed greatness beneath the young man's 
uncertainty and molded it. 

Inspired, encouraged and challenged by his mentor, 
Savedge became the teacher he was meant to be: a man 
who changed a room simply by walking into it, who believed 
so completely in his many students and colleagues that we 
had no choice but to believe in ourselves. In part, everything 
| do is an attempt to find the person he saw that day 15 
years ago when he looked at me and thundered, “! wish you 
could have seen your face!” 

After that, nothing was ever the same.
